Permanent Peace Possible 


Only In A Christian World 


The above was the keynote of a 
most impressive and truth stating ad- 
dress given Sunday afternoon by the 
Very Rev. Dean Smye of the Pro-Cath- 
edral, Calgary, who held the closest 
interest of his audience througiiout. 

The speaker opened his address by 
stating, “Let us follow Christ — whom 
to serve i the only freedom.” 

He then quoted verses from the 
Bible where Martha said, “Lord if thou 
hads’t been here my brother had not 
died,’ and Jesus’ reply “I am the 
ressurection and the Life.” Dean 
Smye asked what of the foolishness of 
remembrance and service at Ceno- 
taphs, with the world in such conflict 
as it is today, and answered his own 
question by stating that remembrance 
is well, but it is not enough; there 
must be action as well. 

Then, picturing the Cenotaph in 
London and the Grave of the Unknown 
Soldier, where on any day no man pas- 
sed without baring his head; the Dean 
said their sacrifice was not in vain. 
They gave their years to an ideal. It 
is not their fault the ideal was not 
realized. They flung the Torch to us 
and the onus is on us who are left 
behind — and we must act — the re- 
sponsibility is ours that, please God, 
war May not happen again. We must 
think, live and act to make the world 
a holier and happier place. 

The Dean voiced the hope that in 
another twenty-five years another 
Minister would not be making a simi- 
ar plea to mankind to inculcate a more 
just world and make wars to cease. 

The speaker gave two very hopeful 
signs that there is a movement on foot 
now to better conditions. First, A 
meeting held in Manchester, England 
of practical clear-visioned business 
men where theyw unanimously decid- 
ed that the ethics of Jesus Christ must 
be established in business life — that 
was obvious. Something must be 
done now and by us, to bring about a 
new world order. We must not see 
the world at War again. 

The second meeting was in the 
Church of St John the Divine in 
New York City, where 5,000 thinking 
people gathered and agreed that only 
a Peace established on justice, courage 
and God, would suffice. Dean Smye 
stated there were no such gatherings 
during the last war. 

The League of Nations failed, be- 
cause of imbedded degrees of selfish- 
ness and greed. 

To bring about these conditions, we 
must live the principles and technique 
of Christ. 

If we believe in Christ we do not 
only ask questions, but we live and act 
his ideals. 

The speaker summed up his rules 
for guidance as follows— 

1. Christ promises special salvation 
to free us from the deep, nasty roots 
of devasting sin; from the nasty 
roots that produce war; and he shows 
us a world leading to a higher plane. 

2. Christ teaches a man to think 
rationally and serenely and ‘io think 
things through. 

8. He shows the Idea of Fellowship

4. Christ talked about triala and said 
I have overcome the world 

He brings triumph out of defeat.

Through the courtesy of Mr. Al- 
bright, Superintendent of the Beaver- 
lodge, Alta., Experimental Station, we 
received a sample of a very excellent 
Heyer No. 12 harvest apple. In 1937 
two trees of this variety were planted 
at Beaverlodge , 429 miles north of the 
49th. parallel. In 1940 one of them 
began to bear. Since then both have 
borne. The two little bush-like trees 
are now 6 to 7 feet tall, and the pro- 
duction per tree reached over 24 
pounds this pounds. This is very en- 
couraging progress. Byven a_ small 
volume of apples for domestic con- 
sumption would be amply worth while.

Says Prices Board— 


Assurance was given by the local of- 
fice of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board tocay that every effort is being 
made to increase the production of 
flannelette, especially as it is required 
for the use of infants and chiliren . 

It was stated that the Cotton Ad- 
ministraticn of the Board is hard at 
work on this problem and is already 
meeting with a considerable measure 
of success, justifying the hope that a 
material increase in supply will be 
available within a short space of time. 

Incidentally, the office pointed out 
that flannelette supply difficulties are 
due to a great increase in demand 
rather than to any curtailment o! pro- 
duction. In 1939, 368,000,000 yards of 
flannelette were hold in Canada, but 
last year it as necessary to make not 
less than 760,000,000 yards available 
to the trade in order to meet demand. 


@ Tourists Praise The Efficiency of 
Ration Boarde— 


Many complimentary references to 
the efficiency of Local Ration Boards 
in this area have been received from 
citizens of the United States who had 


occasion to make use of them during 
the tourist season now ended. 

A good many of these visitors seem 
to have been particularly impressed by 
the ease with which their rationing re 
quirements were met and by the min- 
imum use of “red tape” in their re- 
lations with the Local Ration Boards. 

They compared their experience in 
this connection not unfavourably with 
their dealings with their own ration- 
ing authorities and could not praise 
too highly the system which has been 
established by the Ration Administra- 
tion for handling the rationing require 
ments of those visiting Canada either 
as transient tourists or as summer res 
idents,

Turkey completely reversed. In both 
countries they had been inarticulate 
yet they now serve in any capacity 
that their training and talent entitle 
them. Turkish women shedding their 
veils in 1928, have since co-operated 
in all the life of the state.

Trees Distributed by the Forest 

Service— 

Trees, free of charge excepting the 
express charge covering shipment, 
are to be given by the Forest Service 
to farmers in the province for the fol-
